FROM HOLIDAY 
WHISKEY FAKE 
New England States Hard 


Hit By Poisonous Wood 
Alcohol Drink 


DEATHS ARE VIOLENT 


Murderous Mixture Looked 


Like Whiskey—Made and 
Sold In New York City 


SPRINGFIELD, MASS.. Dec. 27. — 


Forty-five persons including 
several 


•women are dead today in 
Western 


New England as the result of drink- 
ing "fake" whiskey, believed to have 
been made of wood alcohol, colored 
with burnt sugar and flavored with ex- 
tract, of rye. 
Scores of others are in 


hospitals in horrible agony, blindness 
being the worst feature of the cases. 
The victims died terrible deaths, most 
of them becoming paralyzed. 
-''With the death toll mounting hour- 
ly the police and federal revenue au- 
thorities of Connecticut, • Massachu- 
setts and New York, were 
making 


frantic efforts to warn 
those 
who 


have the deadly fluid in their posses- 
sion. 


Twenty four are dead in Chicopee. 


13 in Hartford, Conn., six in Holyoke 
and two in Springfield. 


The sale of the murderous concoc- 


tion has been traced to New York 
City and several arrests have been 
made in Chicopee and Springfield. 


The deaths began to be reported yes- 


terday by Medical Examiner Fletch- 
er of Chicopee, a suburb of Spring- 
field. The patients were suffering ter- 
ribly from the effects of the liquor 
and the doctor immediately suspect- 
ing bad whiskey, reported the affair 
to 'fife"police. 
.Statements made by 


the sick men all told of drinks bought 
at the American hotel bar on Xmas 
day. 
Acting Marshal "Caron at once 


made out warrants for the arrests of 
the bartenders and Charles Perry, of 
Chicopee Falls and William Blake of 
Springfield, were arrested. A search 
of the- hotel, however, failed to reveal j 
any of the wood alcohol whiskey.

lated in Europe and America that Ger- 
many is creating a secret army were 
denied today by Gustav Noske, minis- 
ter of defense twar minister). 


Germany has not taken any steps 


toward the development of a hidden 
army nor does she intend to do so. 
declared Herr Noske, who is general- 
ly known as "the strong man of the 
government." 
"Germany's military 


cards are obtainable for any orio to scr- 
•who Is interested. There are so many 
allied commissions spread 
thruout 


Germany that any proposed military 
steps by our country against, the al- 
lies would be Impossible. 
According 


to the terms of the peace treaty these 
various commissions will 
he vested 


with wide power of supervision and 
control after the treaty is ratified and 
effective. 


"Personally T have no Intention to 


organize a secret, army for tomorrow 
it -would be known by those against 
wh.om it was to be used. 


"The treaty provides that our army 


should ho reduced to 100.000 men by 
April first, but in view of tho fact. 
that the entente recognizes t h a t or- 
der must be maintained thruout. Ger- 
many and also the 
fact that 
our 


eastern frontier must he 
protected 


against the Russian bolsheviks, we 
may possibly be permitted to have a 
larger force. 
These measures which 


have been taken to keep 
order in 


Germany are responsible for the fact 
that our army has: not yet been re- 
duced to a peace basis." 


Asked whether Germany had a suf- 


ficient staff of officers left to develop 
an offensive, in view of the 
treaty 


clause disbanding the fiermau gener- 
al staff, herr Noske replied: 


''The league of nations promises a 


reduction of armament but unfortun- 
ately these remain mere theory aa yet. 
The armies of most of tho victorious 
countries have been strengthened. In- 
deed our new neighbors on tho East- 
ern frontier In Poland are organizing 
an army surpassing ours In strength.
